Look 
for off-type and other variety heads, 
and difficult weed plants, Look also 
for the too green, or over mature or 
discolored, or discase suggest’ng 
heads, Wise time is spent at th's 
stage when minutes will save hours 
that would otherwise be spent later 
in try ng to retrieve the irreparable 
damage done through be'ng careless 
a, this opportune time. Select:a dry 


| clear day outside, or a large daylight 


window where it is cool ins’de when 
tackling th’'s interesting job. Gocd <r- 
tiffdal light is NOH Objectionabie. At 
this time extreme caution. must \be 
exercised by not too quickly moving 
sheaves from outside exposure to \n

of protection to draw out and gradu- 
ally unify the temperature over a 
natural span of time. 

Remember when a World's Show 
sampie is once threshed its chances 
in the purity test are just about deter 
mined. 

Fiails, mechanical or hand thresh- 
ers, or other openly exposed separat- 
ing methods may be used in process- 
‘ne a World’s Show sample of wheat 
oats, or barley, but the writer takes 
no chances in mix'ng up or damaging 
a quality sample of seed. 

Next article No. 5 will describe a 
much more simple, safe and quick 
method of seed preparation.

Add the sugar and the 
pumpkin, and simmer unt’! the pump- 
kin is transparént. Drain and pack in 
jars. Cook syrup until it is thick and 
pour over the fruit ‘n the jars.

NEW YORK’S GREAT SILVER 
VAULT 


One of the greatest treasures of s1l- 
ver in the worid lies directly beneath 
a crowded. sidewalk just off lower 
Broadway. Since the war New York 
bas ranked with London as a clear- 
ing house for silver bullion, and an 


enormous treasure, of the precious|' 


metal ig constantly flowing in and out 
of this treasure house in lower Man- 
hattan. Just below the thousands ot 
hurrying feet there lies a treasure of 
mill’ons of ounces of the coveted me~- 
tal. ; 

Two great streams of silver con- 
stantly flow from New York east- 
ward and westward, one via the Suez 
Canal to India, the other by way of 
Panama to China, the two great sil- 
ver consuming countries, All the 
world draws upon this rich supply, 
The enormous demand for silver 
throughout the Un ted States for use 
in the arts is also iargely satisfied 
here. No other country can afford 
such a wealth of silverware as the 
United States. 

Despite the wealth of silver hand- 
sidewalk 
vaults and the hazard of transport- 
ing ‘t back and forth across lower 
Manhattan, hold-ups.are unknown, 
and the loss is negligible. The work 
‘is very carefully organized. The sii- 
ver in large glistening bars and in- 
gots of var‘ous forms is, of course, 
protected by stout steel walls. When 
it is to be shipped, the silver is load- 
ed on electric’ elevators which carry 
t to the level of the narrow pave- 
ment. It is transported by means of 
armored cars or caged wagons care ’- 
fully guarded by armed attendants. 
When these cars are backed up to the 
narrow sidewalks, the silver can be 
Vfted from the elevators and trans- 
ferred with minimum exposure. 

On reaching the docks the silver is 
traneferred under guard to the strong 
room or specie roonis of liners for
